DX News and Notes for September 
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What an exciting time to be a ham and in particular, 
a DX’er. The new solar cycle is showing steady 
improvement and as a result the bands are steadily 
improving. Most days offer good opportunities for 
working DX and 20M is staying open into the 
evenings. And now, for the first time in many years 
several significant changes are about to take place 
in the Current DXCCC Countries List. 


Political changes are about to take place for the 
citizens and hams of the Netherlands Antilles 
(PJ2/PJ4 and PJ5/PJ6PJ/7) and as a result, their 
status for DXCC will change as well. On October 
10, 2010 the Netherlands Antilles will cease to exist 
as a country within the Kingdom of the Netherlands. 
The national status of the many islands within the 
group will change, however not all will change in 
the same manner. As a result the islands will 
emerge with several new statuses: 


St. Maarten and Curacao will each become an 
independent country within the Kingdom gaining 
the same status that Aruba attained in 1986. 
Bonaire, Saba and St. Eustatius (also called BES 
islands) will each be given the status of a public 
body (a kind of special municipality) in the 
Netherlands and will therefore remain directly under 
Dutch rule. 


What does this mean for us DXer’s? Here is what 
is expected to happen, pending the decision of the 
DXAC. The two current DXCC entities of PJ2/PJ4 
(Leeward Islands) and PJ5/PJ6/PJ7 (Windward 
Islands) are expected to be deleted as of October 
10th. However, several new entities are likely to 
emerge on that date. St. Maarten (PJ7) and 
Curacao (PJ2) due to their independent status will 
each become new DXCC entities. Bonaire (PJ4) 
due to its new public body status will become a new 
DXCC entity. Although Saba (PJ6) and St. 
Eustatius (PJ5) will each also become public 
bodies they will form a single DXCC entity due to 
their close proximity to each other. 


In short, 2 entities will disappear, but 4 new ones 
will be added to the list. The net result is that the 
DXCC list will expand to 340. It has been a long 
time since so many changes to the list took place 
all at once, And the good news is that several DX 
groups along with the locals will be activating these 
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hew countries on October 10 as well as during the 
CQVIW events this fall. 


If you have not yet worked both of the current 
DXCC entities in the Netherland Antilles, you will 
want to do this before October 10 or forever wish 
you had. 


Other DX news for September: 


RWANDA, 9X. Tomis QRV as 9XOTL and has 
been active on 20 meters using either CW or RTTY 
between 2200 and 0000Z. QSL via DL2RUM. 


JORDAN, JY. Ali, JY4NE has been active using 
RTTY on 20 meters around 2100z. QSL via 
K3IRV. 


VIETNAM, XV. Malcolm, VK6LC will be QRV 
through September 10 as XV2LC from Ho Chi Minh 
City and as XV4LC from the Mekong Delta. Look 
for him mostly on CW with some SSB. QSL via 
VK6LC. 


RODRIGUEZ ISLAND, 3B9. Giorgio, IZ4AKS will 
be active as 3B9/IZ4AKS until September 4. 
Activity will be holiday style. Look for him on 40-10 
meters, mainly SSB, but possibly RTTY and CW as 
well. QSL direct only. 


PALAU, T8. Operators Takio, JH3QFL and Haruki, 
JH3KEA will be active as T88TB and T88KH, 
respectively, from September 19 to 22. Activity will 
be on 80-6 meters using CVV, SSB and RTTY. 

QSL direct to their home call sign or via the bureau. 


TRISTAN DA CUNHA AND GOUGH ISLANDS, 
ZD9. John, ZS1LF will be active as ZD9GI from 
Gough Island (AF-039) between September 2010 
and September 2011. Activity will be on 160-10 
meters mainly on SSB, but possibly some digital 
modes later. QSL direct to: Johan Sevenster, 2 
Roozeboom STR - de Bron, Bellville, 7530, South 
Africa, or via the bureau. 


9M2/9M8 AND V8, WEST/EAST MALAYSIA AND 
BRUNEI. Hans, DF5UG, will once again be active 
from West & East Malaysia 9M2QQ, 9M8QQ) and 
Brunei (V85QQ) for the next three weeks. 
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TF, ICELAND. Operators Rene/DL2JRM and 
Netti/DO6XX are to be active as TF/homecall/p 
from Iceland (EU-021, WLOTA LH 2975) between 
September 18-23rd. Activity will be on 80-10 
meters CVV, using 100 watts into GP. QSL via their 
home callsigns, direct or by the Bureau. 


TO2, MAYOTTE. Operators 
Fabio/PY2AAZ/AC2AC, Anderson/PY2TNT, 
Fred/PY2XB and Alex/PY2VVAS will be active as 
TO2FH between September 3-10th (not in 2011 as 
first announced). No other details were provided. 


VKOM, MACQUARIE ISLAND. Reports indocate 
that Kevin, VK4KEV, is expected to be operating as 
VKOKEV from Macquarie Island (AN-005) 
sometime between the end of October and 
beginning of December 2010 for possibly up to 18 
months. Activity will be mostly on 40 and 20 meters 
using SSB and the Digital modes. Presently, Kevin 
is operating as VK4KEV/VK7, in Hobart, Tasmania, 
while undergoing training for his upcoming long 
stay on Macquarie. More details are forthcoming.
